New Ministry, Which' He Will Do 
by Remodelling Old Cabinet—Cham- 
ber Had Approved His Actions In 
Vote of Confidence, but,New Prob- 
lems Have Arisen 


Paris, Nov. 3.—The cabinet of 


Premier Brland, which succeeded the 
Cleincnceau ministry on July 23. 1909, 
unexpectedly resigned in consequence 
of the bitter attacks made 
In 
the 


chamber of deputies upon the govern- 
ment's action in suppressing the re- 
cent railroad strike and a diversion 
among Its members over its proposed 
legislation for the avoidance of. similar 
crises In the future. 


A strong Republican majority In the 


chamber voted confidence in the gov- 
ernment, but at a meeting of the min- 
isters dissensions 
developed 
and 


Hrland announced that new and seri- 
ous problems had grown out of the 
labor trouble that must he met by a 
united ministry. Accordingly he sug- 
gested the retirement of himself and 
associates. 


President Fallleres has asked Brland 


to fqrm a new cabinet and he has con- 
sented, and it Is • expected will re- 
model the retiring ministry In har- 
mony with his views on a parliament- 
ary program to meet crises resulting 
from strikes. 


Brland, who Is a Socialist, 
was 


forced to abandon office by the as- 
saults of the Socialists, who declared 
that he had betrayed them. 


The Socialists, who rejoiced when 


Brland was chosen as premier, "brand- 
'jed him as a traitor to the party ten- 
ets for his work In crushing the re- 
cent strike. 
The interpellations of j 


the Socialists, and the -subsequent 
disorder In the chamber of deputies 
last week, were the final acts that 
caused the premier's resignation. 


The cabinet which retired was made 


up as follows: Premier and minister of 
interior and public worship, Arlstlde 
Drland; war. General Brun; marine, 
Admiral Lapeyrere; justice, M. Bar- 
thou; foreign affairs, M. Pichon; 
finance, Georges Cochery; education, 
M. Doumergue; public posts and tele- 
graphs, M. Mlllerand; commerce, M. 
Dupuy; -agriculture, M. Ruau; col- 
onies, 
M. 
Troulllot; 
labor. 
M. 


\'ivlana. 


This cabinet was formed by Brland 


after a great deal of difficulty and was 
hailed at that time as "the great So- 
cialist cabinet." Brland was the pivot 
on which tne whole drama, ending In ^ 
the cabinet's fall, turned. 


It is probable that Ministers PIchon, 


Dupuy, Brun and Lapeyrere will be in 
the new cabinet. 
Ministers Mlllerand 


and Vlvlanl dissented from Briand's 
program and their retirement Is It4i«ly 
to he permanent. 
Millerand espe- 


cially was dissatisfied, insisting that| 
the principle of arbitration should be 
recognized more broadly by the gov- 
ernment. 
Just what Briand's pro-' 


gram of future 
legislation 
provided 


had not been made known to the pub- 
lic when the resignation of the cabi- 
net was announced. 


At the meeting at which Brland sug- 


gested the resignation he thanked his 
comrades for having stood together 
In the national crisis and shouldered 
unitedly the harsh attack In the 
chamber. 
He said that he had been 


violently accused and even charged 
with nourishing an ambition to throt- 
tle public liberty. 


It was true that these attacks had 


been repudiated by a strong Repub- 
lican majority, which voted confidence 
in the government, but nevertheless 
out. of the railroad strike and out of 
the debate in the chamber, 
whose 


character was so exceedingly grave, 
new and serious problems had arisen 
wh'lch must be met by a united minis- 
try. For this reason the premier sug- 
gested the retirement of the cabinet.

need very litttle or no drugs at the 
outset. In cases where I do operate 
1 often find that the case is only be- 
gun after the operation and I spend 
nights in woory after many operations.

The Care of a Oity'd 


Trees 


IN' several American, cil les the general health of the trees is watch- 


ed no less closely than that of the general population. The price- 


less value of shade trees,In relieving tho long fixed lines of our city 
streets and bringing a breath of the country to our very doors and 


windows, has nover been so fully realized as during the last few 
years. In several colleges the study of city forestry Is made a special 
course and students are especially trained to perform this work. 


The care with which the work is organized and diiected will 


come as a surprise to the average citizen. In Brooklyn, where the 
city forestry work Is very well organized, a complete census is kept 


of every tree throughout tiie city. There are some 35,000 of these 
trees, and naturally a regular system must be followed in keeping 
the records. A card index system is employed,-in which a separate 
card Is filled out and kept on record for every tree. The locality of 
the tree, its approximate age and general health are carefully ob- 
served and set down. A corps of trained inspectors go about the 


city visiting and inspecting every tree at least once a year, and, it' 
Ihe health of the tree be precarious at more frequent intervals. 


City trees are subject to a greater variety of ills than their coun- 


try cousins, and the list of ailments for which they must be treated 
is a long one if a tree, for example, be attacked by any dangerous 
insect, bug, or growth of any ,kind, the fact is recorded on its cards 
at headquarters, and a skilful tree doctor prescribes for it. The pre- 
scription is filled at the city's expense, and the medicine is duly ad- 
ministered.

MACKEREL SEASON A FAILURE 


vlost Dismal in the 
History 
of the 


Fishing Industry, 


"The most dismal failure in the his- 


tory of the industry," ins the general 
verdict of the Gloucester, Mass., fish' 
ermen on the salt mackerel fishery 
for 1910, which is ending its season. 


With only two or three vessels yet 


.0 come into port, the total catch of 
salt mackerel for the season has been 
only 3165 hbls., compared with 16,- 
206 buls. in 1909"and 20,426 bbls. in 
1908, both of which were disappoint- 
ing, as compared with a total of 300,- 
00 hbls.: landed- within a period of 
eight months a few years ago. 


This year the catch of fresh mack- 


erel has been almost as much of a 
disappointment as the small catch 
of the salted product. 


Other branches of-the fisheries have 


been successful, and even consider- 
ing the failure of the mackerel catch 
the ledgers of the vessel owners are 
expected to show a substantial bal 
ance on the right side when the hooks 
are closed. 


There is considerable quiet talk as

Paris, Nov. 2—Premier Brland to- 


day tendered the resignation ol the 
Cabinet to President Palliares. The 
country-now faces a mlnlstrial crisis 
as a result of the Socialistic attack 
upon the government following the 
great railroad strike. Brland, who is 
a Socialist, was forced to abandon 
office by the assaults of the Socialists 
who declared that he had betrayed 
them. The present cabinet was form- 
ed July 24, 1909. 


The Socialists, who rejoiced when 


Briand was chosen Premier, were Jub- 
ilant today. For his work in crush- 
ing disorder during the recent strike 
he had been branded a traitor 'to 
the party tenets. The Interpellations 
of the Socialists, and the subsequent 
disorder in the Chamber of Deputies 
last week, were the final act that 
caused the Premier's action today.
